BROKERAGE, 
(Chine: Queriand Trade Report.) 
Consideruble discussion bas been chicited in 
the local papers, with respect to the rulegswhich 
should govera charges forbrokers’ commissions, 
jn consvquence of a decision arrived at hy a 
Shanghai Jury in a case where a broker, Mr. 
Gore Booth, ocinimed from Messrs, Geo, 
Barnet™& Co., merebants at Shanghai, a com- 
mission of five per cent, on the eile of two 
atcamets, ‘Lhere was no question that-the fret 
steamer (tbe Daybreak), wns sold through Mr. 
Gore Booth’a’ ugency, but, respecting the 
second, the Precuysor,-a_qnestion_was raised as 
to=rbethorthae broker’s:intreduction =-ob.tba. 
buyer and ‘seller-was the’ direct cause -of the- . 
transaction being concluded. The Jury, how- 
over, were of opinion that the sale did result, 
throngh Mr, Gore Booth’s agency, so that 
the verdict, so far as it-is of-interest im a 
general point of view, resolves itself into the 
question what was the proper commission to be 
paid. Evidence was conflicting ae to whether 
the defeddants ugreed to pay 5 per cent.‘on the 
axle of the. Daybreak, it veing stated by the 
Plaintiff whut they did so before the sale was 
concluded, while the defendants state that the 
sum of 5 per cent. was not wentioned till after 
the sale. The Jory, however, appear to have 
.coneluded ‘that the rate of five per cent. 
was ypecifically agreed. to—ulthou gh there. was 
no direct understanding, in writing on tho 
ankject—with respect to the Daybreak, as tbey
